discovery in favor of the Dingley tariff. This 1 


that it increises imports by making,the nation prosper 
ous and able to buy. The logic of the proposition is tha 
the more goods we shut out of the country the more wil 
be brought Into it. The Wilson law was accused of letting 
foreign good:) into the country, and the Dingley law was 
enacted for the purpose of keeping such goods out. Now 
we are told that the Dingley law lets in more goods than 
the Wilson law did. 


No doubt under like conditions the more prosperous 


country Is the more it will buy of other countries, buj 
to say that a law which is enacted for the express purpose 
of raising a barrier against imports will, per se, increase 
imports is absurd. Equally absurd is It to claim that the 
Dingley law Is the cause of such prosperity as now exists 
During recent years there has been a very general reviva 
of prosperity all through Europe, and no country there has 
felt the impulse more strongly than has free trade- Eng- 
land. 


If the Dingley law by making us prosperous has in- 


creased our imports, how comes It that the United King- 
dom with only a little more than one-half our accumulated 
wealth Imports about twice as many goods as we do? If 
the prosperity of a nation is to be measured by its imports 
and the Chronicle seems to think that it is, then England 
must be more prosperous than the United States. Repub- 
lican tariff "argument" in this day and generation cer- 
tainly presents some funny phases.
